The Jocal anthorities having been applied
to, and they having no authority te detain
the vesscl, it was determined in a quiet
and orderly way to stop the aice. With
this determination, and with the approba-
tion of numbers respectable citizens, Sher-
iff Benjamin L. Cole, with one or two
friends, repaired to the ig Swsan, where
she was taking the casks of rice on board,
and informed the Captain that he would
not be allowed to leave port with his cargo
The merchant, who was present, attending
to the sbipping, depanded to know ,upon
what suthority he forbid the shipwment.
Me. Cole replied, “ By the authority of a
citizen of Georgia, in his individual char.
acter and not as an officer.” The parties
interested, concluding that, under the cir-
cumstanees, the aothority was suflicient,
immediately discharged the rice which had
been taken on board.
